STAMP CHANGES. 


A General Rearravgement Ordered in the 
Post-Office Department. 


Wasnincror, D. O., Aug. 27.—General 
changes in the Postage Stamp Department 
have been ordered by the Fost- mes Depart- 
ment. Many stamps which have been issued 
for years have been ordered discontinued, 
andanumber of new denominations in the 
several issues will hereafter be put into use.

THE STILLWELL TRAGEDY 


Reealled by the Diverce of Dr. and Mrs. 
J. C. Hearse. 


Harm, Mo., Aug. N. — There was no 
surprise to the people of Hannibal contained 
in the news from San Diego, Oal., that Dr. J. 
C. Hearne and his wife have been divorced. 
Mr. Hearne was formerly the wife of Amos 
J. Stillwell, the wealthy pork packer of this 
city, the mystery of whose horrible murder 
08 the night of Dec. 29, 1688, bas never been 
cleared a 


Dispe sfrom San Diego state that the 
pers in the:suit for separation were fied by 
rs. Hearne on July 25, and that the divorce 
was granted on Aug. 10, Mrs. Hearne Deing 
granted the privilege of resuming the name 
of Stillwell again. At the trial, it is said, ev!- 
Gence was giving showing that Hearne was a 
man of most ungovernabie temper, the use 
of profane and abusive language being one 
of the offenses laid to his Sete. 

Dr. Hearne lasisted that the principa! 
grourf of disagreement between himself 
and Lis wife was incompatibility of — 
ament asd thet his wife’s grown daughter 
head been the most disturbing infigence in 
the househoid. It ie Known, however, thet 
he Was averse to divorce and certain threats 
are said to have been made by him to pre- 
vent the Sling of the com int. 

The Stillwell murder andthe attempts of 
the authorities to unravel the mystery sur- 
rounding it were fully published in the Posr- 
DISPATCH at the time, and its story of the 
and the subsequent investigations 
were copied in every important newspaper 
inthe country. But although three Grand 
uries took up the case, It remains to-day 
ust when it was on the night the crime was 
discovered. 

The woman just divorced was St!iliwell’s 
second wife. The frst wife left a son, Richard 
H. Stillwell, now 83 years old. The second, 
before marriage Mies Fannte Anderson, was 
united to the packer probably eighteen years 
before his death. Three children, a daun 
ter mow ayoung lady, and two sons were

FORGIVENESS AED VOTES. 


Evangelist Barnes of Kentucky declares 
from the pulpit that the people of the 
Ashland District should forgive, pray 
for and re-elect Col. Breckinridge as a 
Christianlike return for his public profes- 
sion of repentance. 

This is precisely the view which Col. 
Breckinridge takes of his case. He wante 
a fair return for his repentance. He will- 
ingly bows his proud head in humble con- 
trition and prays on the platform for par- 
don of God and man with a re-election 
thrown in. 

Let this plea of Bros. Breckinridge and 
Barnes be analyzed. Can they point toa 
single word in the seventeenth chapter of 
Matthew which indicates that re-election 
to Congress should go with forgiveness, or 
that the sinner who has need to repent and 
ask forgiveness seventy times seven is a 
fit subject for special honors?

It is the policy which has 
created monopoly in legislation, slusn 
funds in political campaigns and corrupt 
lobbies in Congress. It is the policy 
which has caused an appearance of great 
prosperity by concentrating vast wealth in 
the hands of a few citizens, but brought 
the mass of the people to hardship and 
disaster. 

If the Republicans have nothing better 
than ex-Speaker Reed’s protective nos- 
trum to offer, their fate is settled.

„ NEW ORLEANS, Aug, 2. —In the quaint  lit- 
tio studio at the extreme end ot the Tulane 
Museum the Posr-DispaTcoHu correspondent 
found Prof, George Beyer, the curator of 
that place, who a few days ago startled local 
scientists by permitting himself'to be bitten 
by a ground rattler. The daring experiment 
of Prot. Meyer's has spread beyond New or- 
loans, and daily letters are received from 
different scientists in America asking for full 
information concerning the professor's case. 

Prof, Beyer’s motive in submitting to the 
testistotry and establish that by gfadual 
absorption of a serpent’s poison that the 
system will become inoculated, apd after be- 
coming 60 @ person can be bitten™by a large 


proving fatal. 

The opinion of local medical experts is dis- 
senting, and alllocal physicians are watch- 
ing the outcome closely. Many doctors 
claim that Prof. Beyer’s theory of itnocula- 
tion from the deadly effectsof a rattie- 
snake’s poison is as plausible as vaccina- 
tion, As tar as known a similar experiment 
has not been tried in America, and if Prof, 
Beyer proves to the satisfaction of the scien- 
tists that dis theory is correct he will have 
the honor of being the Orst man to establish 
this fact. 

As stated in previous dispatches, last Mon- 
day morning as Prof. Beyer was attending to 
his many reptiles it occurred to him that it 
would beasplendid time to carry out his 
idea relative to the inoculation of venom 
into the human system, Near his desk there 
is a plain wooden table with a glass box rest- 
lung ou it. In this box was a female rattier 
and her six babies. Prof. Beyer thought he 
would experiment with one of the infant 
reptiles, as he was well aware that a very 
young serpent could secrete but Iittie 


venom. The mother snake had just finished 
her breakfast, which consisted of a mouse, 
and drew her babies near her. 

Prof. Beyer tilted the box and drove the 
mother to a safe distance and then captured 
one of the infant serpents. After making a 
careful examination ofthe little one he do- 
gan playing with it. It was aifficult for Prof. 

rer to anger the snake at frst, dat by 
Squeezing its little neck the reptile became 
maddened and tried to resent the rough 
usage it was receiving. When it was thor- 
Nen aroused the professor extended his 
little finger of the right hand, and instantly 
the serpent struck at it with its deadly fangs. 
After being bitten the Prof. Beyer coolly car- 
ried the reptile to the box and placed it with 
its mother. 

Atonce Prof. Beyer seated himself at his 
desk and began perusing a book containing 
information about various reptiles. Every 
now and then he would note the small wound 
on his little finger and in the course ofan 
hour noticed a slight swelling. He did not 
feel the least bit alarmed and made some 
memoranda, and, arranging bis toilet, left 
his studioto visit his friends, Drs. J. Hope 
Lamband William Harnan, two prominent 
local physicians. To them Prof. Beyer ex- 
plained his experiment and refused to take 
any antidote. Both physicians remarked 
that it would have been wiser to first make 
the test on a lower animal, and, after noting 
the ultimate results, he could decide ifa hu- 
man being could be experimented on with- 
out danger. Prof. Beyer smiled at the well- 
meant suggestions of his friends and told 
them that he was convinced that the bite 
would not result fatally and it was the best 
way to test his theory. 

Prof. Beyer is an intelligent German stu- 
dent, and since childhood made a study of 
lower animalsand reptiles. He is familiar 
with every species of snakes and has a mon- 
ster collection of live and preserved ser- 
pents. Prot. Beyer tried hard to Keep his 
experiments a secret until such a time as he 
could prove that inoculation of snake poison 
could take place. tis visit to bis friends 
was the means of the. Post-DIsSPaTON corre- 
spondent learning the facts in the case. 

He said to the correspondent: Several 
ears ago l thought that a person could be 
noculated with yenom, and often contem- 

plated trying the experiment. Since being 
bitten by that little rattler you seein that 
Klass box I have heard any number of people 
say I was foolish not to rst test my theory 
ona lower animal. Now I have seen cats 
bitten by a rattler and have watched them in 
their death throes. Then I have seen hogs 


bite. It is the common beilef that the hogis 
not seriously affected by the bite ofas 2, 
but the death of one, which I witnessed, con- 
vinced me that the common Dellef was in- 
correct. I made ap my mind to test my be- 
lief ona human, for the animals could not 
tell me the information I desired. Being anx- 
ious to know every detail of the effect I con- 
cluded to subject myself tothe experiment, 
which I do not consider rash or dariag. I se- 
lected an infant rattler, which was born on 
Aug. 12, to dite me. The giands of such ua 
young snake | was positive could not contain 
much poison. After teasing the little 
fellow, I placed my little fnger within 
striking distance and in a second the rep- 
tile’s teeth sunk into the flesh of the finger. 
After exhausting its glands, which was done 
quicker than one can tell, a few minutes 
later I felt the pain and it gradually 
reached the lymphatic. Then swelling set in 
and there was a noticeable redness. A few 
hours afterward it was with difficulty I could 
raise my rightarm, as the pain was severe. 
Of course I refused any antidote as I did not 
wish to spoil my observations. Being fami- 
lar with effects of snake bites I feared no 
fatal results, although I spent a miserabie 
night Monday. Not until I am fally recovere4 
from the present bite will I attempt a second 
test. Yes, the co rhead is the most deadly 
of reptiles, but i? ft succeed with this experi- 
ment and establish to the scientific world 
that Inoculation can take place there is no 
telling whether or not I will try to prove that 
my theory is applicable to the copyerhead. 

In this hemisphere a snake bite affects 
the nerves.and causes a paralysis, but strange 
as it may seem, in the Kast the venom cir- 
culates immediately in the blood. which at 
once becomes whitish and watery. This be- 
ing the case, remedies used in this eountry 
would not give requisite relief to a sufferer 
from snake poison tn Europe. 

**As I have not quite finished my investiga- 
tion as to the correctness of my theory, I 
prefer not to talk further on the subject.’’ 

Prof. Beyer said he was born in Saxony in 

© early 'S0’s, where he was educated. 
His family then moved to Germany and he 
was given a classical education in that coun. 
try. While in Germany he became a student 
of science and especially followed the study 
of animals and reptiles. Prof, Beyer is a re- 
nowned taxidermist and has many speci- 
mens of skill in the Tulane Museum. 

He is rapidly recovering from the effects of 
the ground rattler’s bite. The swelling has 
gone down greatly in the pee few Gays, and 
only a slight redness on his little finger re- 
mains. He feels but little pain now, and is 
gratifed at the results ap to the present. 
Many physicians think that a pas will prob. 
ably form under the arm-pit. The second 
experiment, Prof, Beyer thinks, will either 
prove or disprove his theory.

THE COREASS CAN FIGHT. 


How They Met en American Expeditien 
on the River Hen. 

According to tbe latest mews from Asia the 
Coreans themselves cut Dut a small figure in 
the war over their country. While the little 
kingdom does not possess much of ag army 
her soldiers have done pretty good fighting 
at times in her history. They made things 
very interesting for the American sallors 
who, in 1871, composed the expedition to sur- 


vey the River Han, on which Seou!,the Corean 
capital, stands, In the first attempt to 
explore the river, the ships Palos and on- 
ocacy, COMmanded dy Capt. H. C. Blake, 
were driven back by the fre of the native 
forts and were considerably damaged in the 
confict. 

Admiral Roagers, who was in command of 
the United States fleet in Kastern waters, de- 
termined to punish the Coreans. The chas- 
tising expedition consisted of the Monocacy, 
Palos, our steam launches asd twenty 
boats. The total force detailed for the work 
was 759 men, arranged in tea companies, 
with seven pieces of Artillery. Capt. Biake, 
who was put in charge of the expedition, re. 
mained on the Falos. The squadron 
r up the river on the morn- 
ng of June 10, 171. The sailors and 
marines landed and easily captered 
the forts guarding the approach to the main 
tort at the lower end of Kangora Island. In 
94 1 this fort a succession of steep 
hills lay before them. Sappers and miners, 
with picks, shovels and axes went ahead, 
leveling and widening the road, cutting 
bushes and filling hvliows. The guns had to 


be hauled ap and lo- ered down the steep | 


places by means of ropes. Large masses of 
white coats and Diack heats hovered on the 

of the Ameriedn foree, evidentiy pur 
——s to get in the rear. Their numbers 
were increasing. The danger was linminent, 
The fort must be taken soon or never. 

A Getachment of five howltgers and three 
companies were detailed to guard the flanks 
and rear, under Lieutenant-Commander 
Wheeler. The main body then moved for- 
ward to storm the fort. Hardly were the 
guns in position, when the Coreans, massing 
their forces, charged in the very teeth of the 
howltgers’ fire. ‘The sailor and marines 
calmiy took sure aim, and by steadily fring 
at long range so shattered the ranks of the 
attacking force that they broke and fled, 
leaving a clear field. Meanwhile the 
Monocacy, moving up the river abreast of 
the land e, 1 a steady fre of shell 
through the walls aad into the fort. 

This stood on the apex of a conical bim 
160 feet high. Up the steep incline the United 
States force was to rush in the face of the 
garrison’s ; A terrible reception 
awaited them as they scaled the 
walls. The garrison fought to the last man. 
Withia the walis those shot and bayoneited 
numbered nearly 100. Not one unwouraded 
prisoner was taten. The huge yellow cot- 
ton fag, which floated from a very short 
staf in the center, was hauled down. 

After the fort was taken 24% eor sin their 
white 2 lay lu aud around the cita- 
del. any of them were clothed ia thick 
cotton armor, wadded to nine thickn esses, 
only twenty prisoners,and they ali wounded, 
were taken with thefort. On the American 
side, Lieut. McKee, one landsman and one 
marine were killed, five men severely ana 
Ove slightiy wounded. 

The other forts on the Hau made no resist 
ance and the battle fought to open up Corean 
ports to American ecommerce won. The Mo- 
nocacy, Which took part in this engage- 
ment, is now guarding American interests at 
Chemulpo, at the mouth of the Han.
